‘Tho Petrel-landed a detachment of blue- 
jackets at 9.30 am., ‘and at 9.56 the 
American flag was hoisted over the Fert, 
and tho Petre! fired a national salute in re- 
cognition of United States sovereignty over 
the Island of Cobu. Throughout the day, 
the native officials were busy turning over 
all government property to the American 
officers. i 

«Lieutenant Plunkett has keen appoint- 
ed Captain of the Port, and Lieut, Parker 
_ollector-of-Customs,but- apart from thesa | 
twe appointments no change has-been made 
in the local administration, which remains 
in the hands of the native officials. 

«Some little anxioty still prevails in the 
city among the merchant classes, who fear 
a rising of the mob, and therefore Com- 
mander Cornwell holda landing parties in 
readiness. ‘The tug has been sent back to 
Tleilo with the good news, and s request 
has beon forwarded to General Otis, the 
Commander-in-Chief, for # small detach- 
ment of troops to police the town and 
guard against any possible disturbance. 
The Kaiserin Augusta left early in the 
morning for Manila carrying the news.’ 

It will be scen from the foregeing that 
the occupation of Cobu was of the most 
peaceable description, and doubtless other 
islands will follow the example of Negros 
and Cebu, leaving the U.S. Government to 
grapple with the problem of disturbed 
Luzon. 


Here the problem is indeed a seriotta one; 
but Genoral Otis has a grip of the situation, 
and with tho help of more troops and 
freedom’ to concentrate hie attentions to 
the ‘smashing’ of the robels, there is né 
reason why tho campaign shod not be 
wound up sooner than most of us imagine.

BE BAVED THE TRAIN, 


A thrilling story was that of a stoker 
who told how he saved an-oxpress train in 
Amorloa after tho sudden death of the 
enginc-drain. As ia oustomary on many 
American locomotives (sexys a writer. in 
Chums), the. driver wos in a separate 
compartment from the stoker, the com- 
munication between the two being by means 
of a running board outside the boiler, with 
a double hand-rail for the protection of a 
person going from one end of the engine to 
another. My firat intimation that some- 
thing was wrong (said the stoker, or fireman 
aa he in called in the States) was when the 
engineer (or driver) failed to blow his whistle 
or low down a3 we approached a curve on 
the other side of which was 4 station, 
where we had to stop.

KAURI PINE. as 
Logging the kauri in New Zoalsnd is 
rather exciting oceupation—that is, by the 
‘yolling road? method of extraction. If 
the trees groy-inland, steam trams, hersce, 
and bullocka are used, provided the nature 


*| of the ground is fairly even ; but, asa tule, 
tho country is so broken that nono of these: 


aids can be used to advatitige, so that the 
‘rolling road’ may be said to be the only 
system of extraction in géneral uso, Whon 
the foreat section has been acquired, 6 site 
for the road is one of the: first things de- 
cided upon. A position ‘is chosen where 
the ground slopos towatls tho river or 
creck from which it is proposed to despatch 
the rafts of logs or upon’ which the 
swmill is situated. All brush-wood and 
undergrowth ara cleared away, and the 
ground rouyhly levelled ‘for 1 width of 
25.ft. to 20 it. Long-strotching sleepers 
are sometimes ‘laid down, one along 
each side of ‘ths road. ‘When a sufficient 
number of trees have been cut down, the 
trunks are sawn into ‘suitable lengths, and 
laced upon the road. Where tho gradiont 
ig steep, a single log will sometimes start 
away, ond go lumbering down the road at 
a speed that is terrifying: to ons unused bo 
tho scene. Every ressunable precaution is 
taken to prevent occurrences of this kind, 
agsuch logs mostly leave the road, and in 
many instances got pitched into inaccessible 
places, where they are-for ever lost to their, 
owners. In ordinary citcumstances the 
logs are allowed to. roll down the road in 
close contact with eact other, liko a con- 
tinuous stream or avalanche, regulated and 
guided by the timber-jacka of the bushmen, 


Tf the creck is a tidat-ong, ‘tho: loge, on ar-- 


rival at the end of: the road, are allowed 
to float down to the boom*that prevents 
their escape to the sed, in some -in- 
stances rivers flow down 
and. though. at the time © of cutting 
there many not be sufficient depth of water 
to float the logs, etill, when the rainy sea- 
son comes, the quantity is increased, and in 
this way the logs are brought down to the 
coast...

‘Two pounda of 
froth yollow butter weekly from the dsiry 
of a pirishaner woul] be appreciated by the 
phtson's family, They would rather have 
it than the stale butter from the villaga 
shop ; bat, since butter is made on all farms, 
and many farmors’ wives send the parson 
butter to py off their subseriptiona, the 
parson larder overflows with butter, while 
lany other necessariesare rearce. It is tho 
same with potatoca and cabbages and bect- 
roots, with eggs, and with hay for the minis- 
ter's horae, which, by the way is not fargat- 
ten when the time for paying subseriptions 
comeround. Theministerloveshishorse, and 
is glad to have plenty of hay and oats fur 
it to eat ; but to have in his barn enough of 
these articles to Inst a horse through several 
lifetimes, while the children are needing 
boots and coats for the present winter, is 
not a state of affairs that appeals to his 
sense of the fitness of things.

SIR F. BRIDGE AND THE ALBERT HALL 
CHOIR.. - id 


It is no easy matter to conduct a large 
choir like this, to obtain the best possible 
resuits anl yet to remsin on perfectly 
frierdly relations with its members. Diffi- 
cult and eshausting passages have to be 
goo through over aud over again ; the con- 
ductor must know. exsctly the effect he 
sants to get and how to get it, and all the 
while the chuir_has to be kept in perfect 
good humour. But Sir Frederick Bridge 
is a pastmaster of tho art. He is a severe 
ritie,—but -all_his_criticis! i 
so pood-humouredly and in such a kindly 
way, that it Is impossible for anyone, 
least of all eny member of the Albert 
Hall Choir, to take offence.
